NOTE: Direct contact or exposure to this product or spray mixtures of this product should be
minimized. The following instructions for transfer, mixing, cleaning or repairing equipment should
be followed in order to minimize this exposure. Review the protective clothing requirements as
listed in the “PRECAUTIONARY STATEMENTS" section of this label and do not use this product
until you have the necessary protective clothing.
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2.5 Gallon Containers
Open pouring from these containers can result in exposure from splashing or spilling. Special
care in lifting and pouring are strongly recommended.
